Work at Planting Time. 


At planting time all broken or de-- 


eayed roots should be cut away, leav- 
{ng only smooth cut surfaces and 
healthy wood to come in contact with 
the soll. If a large part of the root 
®rea of the plant bas been lost in trans- 
Planting the top should be cut back 
{n proportion to the roots remalning. 
‘The holes in. whieb trees, vines or 
shrubs are to be set should be ample, 
60 that the roots of the plant may 
have full-natural spread. The earth 
at the bottom of the boles should be 
loosened a spade depth, below the line 
of excavation, 
mediately in contact with the roots of 
the newly set plant should be rich top 
6oll free from soll or partially decayed 
organic matter, Firm the soil over the 
roots by trampling. Movement of soll 
water is thus set up and the food supply 
of the soll brought Immediately to the 
Use of the plant.
